PROUD OF THEIR NAMES
Lineal Descendants ot Revolutionary Ances¬

tors Gather in Fraternal Congress.
OF WASHINGTON AND PATRICK HENRY.

Richmond, Va., April 30..The National
Society of the Sons of tin- American
Revolution held a remarkably harmonious
and enthusiastic congress in this city to¬
day, the. anniversary of the first In¬
auguration of Washington as President
of the United States.

It was probably the llrst of the eight
annual congress of this body In which
every vole was unanimous or practically
¦o and In which uninterrupted harmony
prevailed.
The large meeting room of the chamber

of commerce had been hospitably placed
at the service of he congress, and when
Gen. Horace Porter, President General,
called to order at 10:30 a. m., William Wirt
Henry, president of the Virginia society,
welcomed the delegates In the most cor-
llal manner and with the eloquence for
which his family Is historically famous.
Gen. Porter replied to Mr. Hunry. He

spoke llrst of the great privilege It was to
the society to he welcomed by a grandson
Of Patrick Henry, the great statesman
and orator of Revolutionary times. Said
he, "this congress has held many inter¬
esting sessions, but none that Will be
cherished more than this In the South
und In 11» great historic and representa¬
tive city. Last year we met within a few
miles of the scenes of Hunker Hill and
Concord. Now we meet within a few
miles of he field of Vorktown, on which
ended the Struggle Which gave this glor-
¦ous union its liberty."
Gen. Porter then paid a grand tribute

to Washington and Virginia, and con¬
tinuing, he said:
''We are glad to come to stand on this

historic ground, whose highways echoed
his footsteps. It Ii the State where oc¬
curred his great triumphs; Is the State
where rests his ashes. We now know
what a proverbial old Virginia welcome
Is."
Gen. -Porter felt certain that the visit

would never be forgotten.
Ninety-eight delegates and officers were

present at the opening of the congress
and about ten more arrived during the
day. When the roll was called, fovorlte
names wire warmly applauded. Nearly
every one of the thirty-eight State so¬
cieties was represented, including several
us far away as Hawaii. California, Ne¬
braska. Florida, Missouri and Maine.
lteports from general officers, showed a

total present membership of 7,800, u gain
of over i',000 during the year. A form of
charier was adopted for local chapters
and other routine business transacted.
Secretary General Murphy then read the

Invitation of the Sons of the Revolution
and Rhenezer 3. lllll. member of Con¬
gress from Connecticut, Introduced the
following preamble and resolutions:
Whereas, the National Society of the

Sons of the American Revolution note
with sincere gratification the growing
sentiment In favor of a union with the
Society of the Sons ol the Revolution
upon terms which shall tend to promote
the honor, dignity and largest usefnines
of the societies and the patriotic and pub¬lic spirited objects for which both are
organized; and
Whereas, tho Qeneilll 8ociety of the

Sons of the Revolution, In triennial meet¬
ing assembled in the city of Savannah.
Oa., April 20 instant, did adopt a pre¬
amble and resolutions extending a sin¬
cere and fraternal invitation to the
National Society of tho Sons of the
American Revolution to unite with them
In a single society, and
Whereas, the National Society of the

Sons of the Amerlenn Revolution is hear¬
tily, sincerely and fraternally desires a
consolidation of the two societies, upon
a well considered basis, and is anxious
to submit Hx rolls of membership to a
most rigorous and searching examination
by a competent and disinterested tri¬
bunal, In order that It may. once for all.
In the eyes of all men supply the in¬
dubitable proof of the eligibility of all
of Its members as lineal descendants of
revolutionary ancestors; now be It
Resolv.;d, By the National Society of

tho Sons of the American Revolution In
annual congress assembled In the city of
Richmond. Va., April 30, 1NPG, that we do
hereby send our most fraternal and cor¬
dial greetings to the. General Society of
the Sons of the Revolution, nnd declare
without reservation, our strong and sin¬
cere desire for a consolidation of the two
societies into a single society, upon n
well considered basis of union.
Resolved, That we do hereby Instruct

the general officers of the society to
submit the membership: rolls and the
original credentials and applications, on
Which membership has been granted, for
n fresh examination, to a competent and
disinterested committee, so constituted
by mutual agreement of the general of¬ficers of both societies as to command
the entire confidence of both the unitingnoddies, said :ommlttee to Indicate the
person or persons In each society who
shalt not have indubitable proof of linealdescent from a revolutionary ancestor,In uccordaaoe with the plan of consolida¬tion ugreed to by the committee of con¬ference In 1893, but now voluntarilyamended by the society of the Sons ofthe Revolution by omitting the paragraphwhich provides for the admission of
collaterlals; and the National Society ol
the Sons of the American Revolution
does hereby pledge Itself to erase fromits rolls of membership the names of all
persona so Indicated by sukl committee
as not having Indubitable proof of lineal
descent.
Resolved, That we hereby empowerthe general officers of this society to ap¬point a committee of able, competent and

disinterested men, who shall confer with
a llko committee of equal size, appoint¬ed by the general officers of the Sons of

tho Revolution to agree upon a basis for
the union of the two societies, to the entl
that said plan of union, together with
the report of the committee of revision of
the membership rolls may promptly be
transmitted by the general officers of
both societies to their respective state
societies for each organization shall have
approved the same, said general officers
may cause a special congress of the
United Societies to bo elected upon the
basis of the new constitution to form a
national organization: and further we do
hereby pledge tho National Society of the
Sons of the American Revolution, heartl-
ly and sincerely to labor for the removal
of every possible cause of disagreement
between the two societies and to effect
n satisfactory union ut the earliest pos¬
sible date.
Resolved, That the president general

and the secretary general of this society
nro Instructed Immediately to communi¬
cate this preamble and accompanying
resolutions to the officers of tho Qenoral
Society of Sons of the Revolution, with
the assurance of our fraternal regard
and our desire that a union of the two
societies may speedily be affected."

it. McCultoeh, of Campaign: Thomas B.
Needles, of Nasville. and N. B. Thistle-
wood, were named for State Auditor. On
the tirst ballot there was no Choice. Need¬
les and Th'.stlewood were withdrawn.
The second ballot Was productive of

more excitement than hail been mani¬
fested during any other of the contests
Two thirds of the convention was on Its
feet and every announcement for either
candidate was greeted with cheers and
counter cheers. The galleries were with
McCulloch and considerably retarded
the roll call with their noisy demonstra¬
tion.
McColloch was nominated.
Henry L. Hertz, of Chicago, was nomi¬

nated for State Treasurer,
At 4:45 nominations for Attorney Gen¬

eral were reached.

ford asked for the letters written by
Jackson. When they were produced
'Crawford passed them to the prisoner,
who read them-, seemingly with great
care. After he had finished the at¬
torney for the defense arose and said:
.May it pleasp your Honor. 1 desire

Scott Jackson to take the stand."
The accused proceeded to the witness

stand, the oath was .administered, and
in reply to questions from Attorney
Crawford, he said that he was born at
Wise-asset. Maine. Match 1. 1R69. Mis
father was port captain of the Inter¬
national Marine Company, th? boatR
plying between Jersey City and Ant¬
werp. He had made seven trips abroad
with his father, had attended school In
Jersty City and GrEencastlo up to the
time his father died. He was then 14
years old. After his father's death he
secured employment as a messenger,
and later was promoted lo the freight
bureau of a railroad company. Three
years ago he was discharged ftotn that
position.
Jackson detailed his life up to the

time he tits: met Pearl Bryan, which
was during lho holidays of ism. He re¬
ferred to the conversation he had with
Will Wood, at various times on the sub¬
ject or Pearl Bryan's condition. He
said that Wood was very much con¬
cerned about her and If something was
not done soun he would have to leave
town.
Jackson said that the last time he

saw Pearl Bryan alive was the Wed¬
nesday before her body was discovered.
He says it was on Tuesday night that
he was with her at WalUngford'S sa¬
loon.
